The purpose of the study was to assess whether (b)(6), (b)(7)c are associated with growth 
and nutritional deficiency, or whether they are the normal outcome of the growth process. 
These animals experienced under-nutrition and fasting in this study. Between the ages of 
8 weeks and 24 weeks, 1 5 animals were fed so that their weight was 80% of the average 
weight of the control group. A second group of 1 5 animals were fed 28 out of 30 days 
(48-hour food deprivation).

Animals did not exhibit clinical signs of pain or distress based on daily observations.
